3. That Applicant, pursuant to the provisions of KRS 278.023, seeks (i) a Certificate of 
Public Convenience and Necessity ("CPCN"), permitting Applicant to construct an 
improvement project (the "Project" ); and (ii) approval of the proposed plan of 
financing said Project. 

4. That the description of the Project is attached hereto as Exhibit "A". 

5. That the Applicant proposes to finance the construction of t he Project through t he 
issuance of $469,000.00 of its Waterworks Revenue Bonds and a grant from the 
United States Department of Agriculture, acting through Rural Development ("RD" ) 
in the amount of $156,500.00. Applicant has a commitment from RD to pu rchase 
said $469,000.00 of bonds maturing over a 40-year period, at an interest rate not to 
exceed 2.5 % per annum as set out in the RD Letter of Conditions filed herewith as 
Exhibit "B".
